The  possibility  of  English  recog- 
nition of  the  Italian  king  as  crown- 
ed head  of  Ethiopia  was  discussed 
by  the  group.  It  was  suggested 
that  Prime  Minister  Chamberlain 
will  be  willing  to  make  any  agree- 
ment to  protect  English  trade  and 
financial  interests." 

''Four  Power  Pact"  consisting  of 
Germany,  Italy,  France,  and  Great 
Britain,  whose  main  purpose  is  the 
withdrawal  of  foreign  enlistments 
from  Spain  eliminates  Russia  with- 
out whose  help  it  would  be  impos- 
sible to  accomplish  the  purpose  of 
the  pact,  it  was  said. 

The  meeting  was  coi.vleted  with 
a consideration  of  the  probability 
of  Germany’s  annexing  Austria 
and  Czechoslavuku.  'ills  opiukm 
was  given  that  "Czechoslavokia  will 
resist  annexation  much  more  than 
Austria,  hut  three  groups  in  Aus- 
tria, consisting  of  the  Socialists, 
Catholics,  and  Jews  have  built  up  a 
‘Defense  of  the  Fatherland’."

one-fime  Spanish  ambassador 
to  the  United  States  and 
League  of  Nations  delegate, 
will  speak  in  the  Provo  taber- 
nacle Monday  evening  as  a 
lyceum  feature. 

• Salvador  de  Madariaga,  recent- 
ly resigned  delegate  to  the  League 
of  Nations,  is  slated  to  appear  on 
a lyceum  program.  March  14. 

Through  his  ambassadorship  to 
the  U.  S.  as  well  as  to  France  from 
Spain,  he  has  been  declared  "mast- 
er of  French  and  English  as  well  as 
Spanish  and  is  a brilliant  lecturer 
of  all  three  languages."  He  was  al- 
so chief  of  the  active  Disarmament 
Section  of  the  League  of  Nations 
and  previously  held  a position  as 
director  of  Spanish  studies  at  Ox- 
ford university. 

Besides  ability  and  reputation  as 
a statesman.  Senor  de  Madariago  is 
an  eminent  author  with  several 
books  published  currently  in 
America  and  regular  articles  in  the 
New  York  Times  and  other  im- 
portant American  publications. 

The  Monday  evening  address  is 
part  of  an  extended  itinerary  com- 
posing Madariaga’s  fourth  lecture 
tour  of  the  U.  S.  A.  His  knowledge 
and  views  of  the  European  situa- 
tions are  of  present  sginificance  and 
competence,  as  the  former  states- 
man cgnie  recently  from  the  midst 
of  central  Europeon  turmoil.

Chase  Asks 
Gov’t  To  Be 
Coordinator

• Stuart  Chase,  eminent  Ameri- 
can economist,  spoke  on  "The 
Economy  of  Abundance"  is  a uni- 
versity lyceum  presentation,  last 
night  in  the  Utah  stake  tabernacle. 

Belying  a New  England  ances- 
try of  rugged  individuals,  he  ex- 
tolled the  new  virtue  of  collcctvism 
to  a large  lyceum  audience.  “Col- 
lective regulation  is  a necessary  so- 
lution to  our  economic  ills,”  he 
said,  "ami  wc  should  develop  it  by 
democratic  means  rather  than 
waiting  for  it  to  be  thrust  upon  us 
by  dictatorial  power." 

Now  Dependent 

Mr.  Chase  further  said,  "I  am 
dependent  not  only  on  my  own  ex- 
ertions but  upon  a thousand  com- 
plications beyond  my  control.  Fac- 

*•**••  may  flow.  Investments  melt 

away  with  depressions.  Banks  may 

fail,  or  foreign  trade  collapse 
Prospects  of  security  today  tend  to 
grow  worse,  other  things  being 
equal.’’ 

The  economist  stated  that  in 
1929,  $120,000,000,000.  worth  of 
consumers  goods  and  services  could 
have  been  produced  showing  that 
civilization  has  entered  a period  of 
potential  abundance. 

Five  proper  functions  Mr.  Chase 
assigns  to  government  in  this  role 
of  coordinator  are:  to  reduce  un- 
employment directly,  to  provide  re- 
lief for  the  indigent,  to  act  as  a 
balance  wheel  for  production,  to 
conserve  national  resources,  and  to 
stimulate  the  arts.  As  evidence  that 
these  can  be  done,  he  points  to 
Sweden's  fifty  per  cent  collectivism, 
saying,  "wc  ought  to  be  as  smart  as 
the  Swedes."
